The llur- 
unui struck tlie Waitara end on, just in 
front of tlie saloon, on the starboard 
tide. The aurvivoro atata that no 
craab waa beard, but tba aide of the Wai- 
tara gave way like a cardboard. More 
paaacDgers might hare been aavad bad the 
bark aud steamer seen near bj beaded the 
Waitara s signals of distreaa. The Wai- 
tara was an iron ship <tf b33 tons, built in 
lJ)tj;i. The llurunui is also an iron ship.

< n the cli:irge of btlttg im)die;itcd in snv- 
eral luirglaries aommitled in Nangaiuck 
Valley recently, reveala a strange coarse 
f)oin wealthy and highly-rrspected posi- 
tion in society to crime, She is also eli«rge<l 
witii aiding in burg!ori/in>; the liiist.d 
rostoll'ico, a store in K-sex, ami the work* 
of the Derby Luiiiticr ('oni|iniiy, ilie pro- 
eo- ls of these c.imes aggroj;aiing iiiiuiy 
thousand dollars. All these Im-.gl.rics 
showed that experts were at work, and all 
were remarkable f r the daring of the rob 
h< r-'. A man named I>avia waa arrested 
01 suspicion of being oonflomed in the 
Herby onse. Letters and memoranda 
lound upon him directed the attention of 
the police in his wife. The Sherilf an 1 
a I)epuiy wont lo lier liousp. kii'X'ked, and 
Mrs Uiivis a| 1 e icd .it tue window. On 
being tohl that tlii'v were otlicern. she 
onlcred them to leave, tlii' iiteiiiii;^ to shooi 
ihein if they did not. Tue Deputy Shcritf 
attempted to force the door, but twoijuickly 
fired revolver shots, both of which came itn- 
pl-naanily near, cawfad bbn to abandon 
the work. Aaaiatanaa waa anamonad, and 
while Mra. DavIa waa directing her aUen- 
tion to tha men In fhint another party 
pained entrance at a rear window. As 
they ascended the stairs she heard them, 
nnd dosd und locked the d lor, when an 
aiii'Mipt was made to break it. .'<lie fired 
several shots thruigh tho p.inels, one 
of which woiiiide i (^onstalilo James 
Ooary in the leg. Thie seemed tii ex- 
hnuiit her ammunition, and entrance 
being gained the woman was secured attur 
a struggle, handcuffed and taken to jnil. 
The night watchman of the Derby Lumber 
company ia confident that aba ia the woman 
wlko asaisted to bind aud gag him, the voice 
being familiar. According to his storv. 
she waa apporcntly tlie leader of the gang, 
.^he was at the time dres.sed in mencloili- 
iii j. Tlie others appealed to l.er f.ir.ird« r-, 
wlwch she gave wiili X\n> deci-ion of a 
veteran comman lcr. It was she who held 
the revolver to the watchman's head and 
threatened to blow hia brains out if ho ut- 
tered a word. Davis intimates that his 
wife baa led him into crime, uud that she 
bna planned all the robbariea in which ha 
haa taken part. As Davia la the 
n>oognited leader of the gang, Mra. 
Davi'sj I ia tho actual head. Mrs* 
Dav isj^is al>out 27 years of age and fairly 
);u(>d looking. She is a member of a 
wt alihy Mas>acliusefts family, and eloped 
from a lioarding-scliool a^wut eight years 
ago with Davis, who rejiretKMited to hir tl.:il 
lie was a rich Southerner. .\s a matter ot 
I fact he had only been releaaed afew nonths 
i from priaon, after eerving out a term for 
larceny. Learning that the otliccrs were 
at^ar blB for cobo newly-committed crime, 
he and hia wifo (led to Iba Weet, and for a 
time they were in Marietta, O., where 
Davis ran a sample-aoora, and later Ihcy 
went t) t'liicagi>, u ln'.e they lived lor sev- 
' eriil years. Davis, wl*ii w.is livi'ig iiiujer

Thia auts off tba tranaportatlon on theso 
roads. The flood, rushing throagh thia 
now gap. spread over a lar^e farming re- 
gion.

Louis dikes and leveo to jTotect the lum- 
ber yards. Millions of feet of lumt er iiie 
in dnriger.

In that year ba accompanied 
Albert Sydna/ Jobaatak In bla ax> 
pedition agatntt tba MorBona. Ha 
Joined the army In California and aervad 
with it one year, after wbieb ba went to 
Mexico and fought under the banner of 
Marei, leaving the service a ColoneL He 
then entered the service of the United 
States|as|interpretor at Fort Craig, where 
be soon gained great intiuenco over the In- 
dians. But the Indian Blng became bus- 
tile to him because he would speak hia 
mind about their doinga, and they finally
